Section 1. Section 18-12-1 NWVSA 1978 (being Laws 1993,
Chapter 42, Section 1) is anmended to read:
"18-12-1. SHORT TITLE. --Chapter 18, Article 12 NVBA
1978 may be cited as the "National Hi spanic Cultural Center
of New Mexico Act"."
Section 2. Section 18-12-2 NWVSA 1978 (being Laws 1993,
Chapter 42, Section 2) is anmended to read:
"18-12-2. DEFINITIONS. --As used in the Nationa
Hi spanic Cultural Center of New Mexico Act:
A.  "board" neans the board of directors of the
center;
B. "center" means the national H spanic cultura
center of New Mexi co;
C. "division" neans the Hi spanic cul tural
division of the office of cultural affairs; and
D. "executive director" neans the executive
director of the division."
Section 3. Section 18-12-3 NWVSA 1978 (being Laws 1993,
Chapter 42, Section 3) is anmended to read:
"18-12-3. H SPANI C CULTURAL DI VI SI ON- - CREATI ON- -
PROPERTY. - -
A.  The "Hispanic cultural division" is created

within the office of cultural affairs. A principal facility
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cultural center of New Mexico".

B. Al property, real or personal, now held or
subsequently acquired for the operation of the center shal
be under the control and authority of the board.

C. Funds or other property received by gift,
endownent or | egacy shall remain under the control of the
board and shall, upon acceptance, be enployed for the
pur pose specified."

Section 4. Section 18-12-4 NWVSA 1978 (being Laws 1993,
Chapter 42, Section 4) is anmended to read:

"18-12-4. BOARD OF DI RECTORS- - CREATED- - APPO NTMENT- -
TERMS- - OFFI CERS. - -

A.  The "board of directors of the national
Hi spanic cultural center of New Mexico" is created. The
board shall consist of fifteen residents of New Mexico
appoi nted by the governor with the advice and consent of the
senate. Two of the appointees shall be enployees of state
institutions of higher education or appropriate state
agencies. In meking the appoi ntnments, the governor shal
gi ve due consideration to:

(1) the ethnic, econom c and geographic
diversity of the state;

(2) individuals who have denonstrated an
awar eness of and support for traditional and contenporary
Hi spanic culture, arts and humanities, including a strong
know edge of New Mexi co Hispanic history; and

(3) individuals who are know edgeable in
the areas of Hispanic performng, visual and oral arts,

geneal ogy, famly issues, education, business and
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B. O the initial appointees, five nenbers shal
be appointed for four-year terns, five nmenbers shall be
appointed for three-year ternms and five nmenbers shall be
appoi nted for two-year ternms. Al subsequent menbers shal
be appointed for four-year terns.

C. A mjority of the board menbers currently
serving shall constitute a quorum at any neeting or hearing.

D. Any nenber failing to attend three consecutive
nmeetings after receiving proper notice shall be recomrended
for renmoval by the governor. The governor may al so renpve
any menber of the board for neglect of any duty required by
| aw, for inconpetency, for unprofessional conduct or for
vi ol ating any provisions of the National H spanic Cultural
Center of New Mexico Act. |If a vacancy occurs on the board,
t he governor shall appoint another nenber to conplete the
unexpired term

E. The executive director shall be an ex-officio
nonvoti ng menber of the board.

F. The governor shall designate the president of
the board, who shall serve in that capacity at the pleasure

of the governor."
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
